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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 4 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Kwon et al. Regarding claim 4 Kwon et al. US 5,955,857 discloses an automatic 
material handling system comprising: 

a rail (T); 

an overhead shuttle (100c) movable along said rail; 
a stacker (100a) comprising: 

a body with a plurality of storage cells(Z); 

a transfer device (100f) for moving objects to and from the shuttle and the 

cells; 

wherein said rail (T) passes through the stacker body and overlaps 
input/output ports in the stacker; 

wherein the transfer device directly places or directly removes the objects 
when the shuttle is located at the input/output port. 

Regarding claim 7 Kwon et al. also disclose the rail passes through an 
upper portion of the stacker.
